There is always a fascination about 
the story of an unequal match. In 
the drama of Maud Muller'' we are 
enabled to se What might have been 
nad the good old quaker poet uffered 
hin learned Judge and his modest 
meadow raking damsel come together 
as young people generally do in this 
‘prosaic world of ours. And the play 
is no experiment, for it's talented 
star. Genevieve Rogers'' permanent- 
ly died. 

The comedy Maud Muller“ tells a 
story necessarily different from Whit- 
tier's touching verses, for in the dra- 
ma the Judge, here called Rheuben 
Wayne, weds the pretty haymaker, and 
after keeping her at s hool several 
years takes her to his grand home. 
But the marriage proves д failure for 
the time, a result due to the machina- 
tions of the Judge's haughty sister, 
Theodora. So poor little Maud, think - 
ing her august spoutse is ashamed of his 
rustic bride, steals away, and hides 
herself in the home of a back wood 
poet, Nate Harpin, in the woods of 
Maine. However, withou* telling 
how it came about, in the end, 

“A manly form at her side she saw, 
And joy was duty and love was law.” 

The plot is not unlike that of Hazel 
Kirke, or Minnie Maddern's comedy, 
"Caprice," but the characters, inci- 
dents, and situations are essentially 
different, and it possesses much more 
humor. A select and excellent com- 
pany las been secured for the present 
production, among whom may be 
named Beulah Thompson for the name 
part; Marie Davis as the mother of 
Maud; Esther Farquharson as Theo- 
dore; Charles Mylott as the Judge; L.

Hicks" Forecasts For February. 


The first regular storm period for 
the month is central on the 3rd, сохег- 
ing the Ist to the Gt. Oh,.“ Bayr 
the cynical man, von Allow yourself 
plenty of time and all the country." 
Yes sir, that's jast what we do. Long 
ago we discovered that it is best to 
take things as we find them; and we 
doggedly, but reverently went about 
finding out the causes—the whys. 

During а storm period the first thing 
to be expected is a change to warmer 
in western parts of the country. The 
burometer begins to fall nt tho same 
time and in the вате sections. These 
conditions begin to move eastward and 
cloudiness soon appears over wide 
areas, followed by precipitation and 
storminess. By thecentral day of the 
period storm areas, as a rule, аге clear- 
ly developed and well on their march 


eastward into more central parts of the: 


country. During the last half of the 
period storm perturbations reach their 
cultimating stages In regions along the 
great central valleys, nnd through the 
regions eastward toward the Atlantic. 
Now, if these things are во, why should 
we stultify ourself and God's facts by 
allowing ourself less time and only 
circumscribed localities? 

Not only are these things true, but 
nature begs no man's pardon and has 
her own way. Before the change to 
warmer with falling barometer and 
rain or snow have completed their 
march eastward, the barometer is ris- 
ing in the west, storms have assümed 
the guisa of cold wave: and blizzards 
ending in clearing and very cold 
wenther westward, often before the 
first stages of. the storm period reach 
the eastern extremes of our continent 
—and all these within the limits of a 
regular storm period. 

А-ргодгев те warm wave with fall- 
ing barometer will appear first; cloud. 
iness with rain, turning to snow will 
follow and these attended - with more 
or less storminess, will pass central to 
eastern parta of the country from about 
the 3rd to the Sth. Meantime a high 
barometer with winter winds and 
change to much colder will be rushing 
on from western and northwestern 
sections in dne time and regular order 
to displace the storm areas and spread 
to eastern extremes. 

By the 8th and 9th all the foregoing 
phenomena of the first storm period 
will have nearly or quite disappeared, 
except the cold in eastorn states. 

Change to warmer aud falling ba- 
rometer, followed by return to cloudi- 
ness and rain and snow will again be 

vancing fiom western parts. On 
and touching the 8th and 9th look for 
rains, with electrical storms 1 
especially southward, Ав t con- 
ditions move out of the way to the 
eastward high barometer, cold winds 
with squalls of snow and clearing 
weather will follow progressively to 
the eastward, Р 

The next storm period is central on 
the 14th, extending from the 12th to 
the 16th. The passage of regular win- 
ter storm conditions, from west to east 
in progressive order, may be counted 
on ut this period. First, February 
rains, tarning to snow and aleét squalls 
winding up with rising barometer and 
cold wave. "T 3 
The 19th, 20th and sist will bring

in Salisbury were but little above ze- | 
ro, it having blown intensely cold in | 
a few hours. 

Tho Weat and Northwest have been 
gripped with the keenest cold, mercury 
ranging to as far as 45 below zoro in 
several of the exposed states.

isbury High School, and will meot 
every Saturday morning thereafter 
until the conrse is completed. The 
length of the course will depend upon 
the amount of time given each Batur- 
day to the subject, and this may be 
definitely settled at the Afat meeting 
of the class. ў 

For reasons it is not necessary to 
give, every one who expects to teke 
the course must be present the frst 
day. If there is sufficient demand for 
it a Saturday afternoon class will be 
formed. A liberal response from the 
teachers will be necessary in orde? to 
guarantee the formation of either of 
these classes. 

„The work of this special clas will 
be in charge of Miss Ада Lon iss gott 
prineipal of the Primary Grades of the 
Salisbury High School and teacher of 
one of the divisions of the First Grade. 
Thé character of the work done by 
Miss Scott is already known to most 
of our teachers. In addition to her 
regular Normal training school comrse 
she has taken a special course in read- 
ing at the Knoxville University, and 
has had 5 years' experience in hand-

caped all contamination in Ше farm 
dairy. То guard against these sources 
of infection, it would seem that the 
Process of pasteurization was the 
only safe method.—Dairy Journal.

Supervising the Milk Supply. 

Rochester, N. Ү,, Is a city of 165,- 
000 inhabitants, spends $4,000 per year 
in supervision of its milk supply, and 
the daily average use of milk in that 
city amounts to elghty-three one-hun- 
dredths pints per capita. In St. Lonis, 
a city of more than 650,000 inhabi- 
tants, there is less than $2,000 per 
year spent in milk supervision, and 
the average daily use is thirty-seven 
one-hundredths pints per capita. So 
says Prof. R. A. Pearson. 


Raising the Value of the Herd. 

The most profitable dairy cow 
throws the calf that in due season 
will be the most profitable butter pro- 
ducer. The breeder with the milk- 
tester as his guide, can thus, in his 
turn, weed out poor or doubtful stock, 
and concentrate his energies on the 
good stock. In this way the dairyman 
will readily be able in a few years to 
raise the average value of his herd. 


Rubbing in Cases of Garget. 

Prof. C. L. Willoughby recommenda 
hand rubbing in recent cases of gar- 
get, bathing the udder for half an 
hour at a time with water as hot ав 
the hand can bear. Our mothers used 
an olntment made of equal parts soft 
soap and lard, and if the caso was 
very severe they added a tablespoon- 
ful of camphor to a teacupful of tho 
ointment, 


Cooled and Aerated Milk. 

The bad odors caused by not aerat- 
ing or cooling, or absorbed from leav- 
ing the milk in the barn or some foul- 
smelling place, are more detrimental 
to the souring of the milk. Whenever 
one has used milk that has been prop- 
erly cooled and aerated he never will 
again relish the flavor of that which 
has been put away without such treat- 
ment, 


Cheap and Effective Evaporator. 

Almost any old, plain building may 
be converted into an evaporator, with 
sheds for the fruit and paring ma- 
chines. This ig all that is needed ex- 
cept the bleacher. The building ' 
should be about 24x24 feet, and twelve 
feet to the eaves, for large orchards: 
for most farmerg, 12x12 will be found 
large enough. 


Warm and Clean Reultry Houses. | 
Make it a point to have warm and 
clean houses; they should be cleaned : 
at least once a week, twice would be 
better. | 
Then sprinkle slacked Ише over Ше 
roosts or dropping boards. | 
Road dust or coal ashes will answer 

if you haven't the lime.

Among Berlin's 
gucsts at that time were the king and 
queen of Saxony, the Grand Duke 
Alexis of Russia, Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph of Austria, the crown prince of 
Sweden, the present king of England, 
the late Duke of Aosta of Italy and 
scores of other notables. The young 
bridegroom came from Potsdam at the 
head of his gigantic foot guards to 
meet his bride. On the day of the cer- 
emony the homes and the stores and 
the public buildings were decorated. 
When the nuptial vows were taken the 
cheers of the people who crowded the 
streets about the royal palaces echoed 
the thirty-six salvos of artillery which 
thundered the news to the world that 
Prince William and Princess Augusta 
Victoria were one. 

When Napoleon 111. in 1853 rode to 
the Catbedral of Notre Dame to be 
united lu marriage with Eugenie, the 
most beautiful woman in Europe, the 
progress was one continuous ovation. 
Seated lu the wonderful glass coach 
that had been built for the coronation 
of his illustrious uncle, the emperor 
passed through long lines of his en- 
thusiastic subjects, who rent the air 
with thelr vives. When the young 
queen of Engiand became the bride of 
Prince Albert In the royal chapel of St. 
James nothing that the money, the 
Wealth and the love of a nation could 
do to make the wedding ceremony im- 
pressive and joyous was left undone. 

Memorable Spectacles. 

Memorable in the annals of the world 
are such spectacles, in which all that 

human {ingenuity could concelve has 
been done to render the nuptials of the 
rulers of nations scenes of overwhelm- 
ing magnificence. But the culmination 
has yet to come—not here, but in that 
glorious realm In which the Lord of 
Hosts has set his throne. The mar- 
riage of the Lamb will bé the grandest 
and most glorious of all unions, when 
Christ takes to himself his church, 
which he has redeemed with his pre- 
clous blood, “a glorious church, not 
having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, holy and without blemish.” 

Human Imagination falls to conceive 
of a spectacle.so glorious. Let us in- 
stead of dwelling on the marvelous 
scene take but one detall of its beauty, 
the wonderful garments with which 
the Divine Bridegroom 1s to be robed 
on that glorious occasion. The psalm- 
ist mentions them in the words of my 
text. Ther sre wedding robes that 
have the aroma of myrrh and aloes 
and cassia. Let us try to describe them 
and to Jearn a few practical gospel les- 
sons from them. 

The royal robes of the Divine Bride- 
groom will be the most expensive of 
all garments. Costly was the wedding 
apparel of Louls XIV., which he wore 
| when he was married to Maria There- 
ка of Spain; of Prince Ferdinand when 
he stood by the side of his bride, Isa- 
bella of Castile; of the dyuphin of 
France, who, as Prince Francis, mar- 
пей the beautiful Mary, queen of 
Scots; of Emperor Nicholas II., who in 
1804 gave bis heart and hand in mar- 
riage to the beautiful Princess Allix of 
Messe; of Napoleon Bonaparte when 
in 1810 be wedded Marle Louise In the 
Place of the dethroned and exiled 
| Josephine, But the robes of the Heav- 
euly Bridegroom will surpass oll these 
| In thelr value. How do we know? 
The oriental 1шшдегу of the text signi- 
fles И. Fine and beautiful in texture, 
they are to be perfumed with myrrh 
| and aloes nnd cassia out of the Ivory 
pulaces, 

By the adornments of а robe you can 
form some estimate of Its value. Let 
me take you Into the Berlin palace, 
where are guarded (тоу! jewels of 
Prussia, I lift before your eyes the 
beautiful diamonds and pearls which 
the Hohenzollern queens Lave worn for 
generations. Then I say to you, “When 
the eldest daughter of Queen Victoria 
married the Crown Prince Frederick,

you answer? "Ah," you would reply,

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ments as those.” Suppose I should tell 


vou that when the noted German ar 
* ehacologist Dr. Schllemann made his ex- 
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masculine adornments. There were 
waistbands of gold, earrings of gold, 
bracelets of gold, headbands of gold, 
tiaras of precious stones, finger rings 
of gold. “Ah,” you say, “И the ancient 
inhabitants of Troy had such rich 
walstbands as these, truly the anclent 
dresses and robes must have been of 
the most expensive materials," No won- 
der, then, that Agrippina, wife of Em- 
peror Claudius, had a robe mnde en- 
tirely of gold. No wonder, then, Darl- 
us, king of the Per&lans, had a golden 
mantle with jeweled clasps and with 
two great golden war hawks woven 1п- 
to the texture. No wonder that among 
the royal wardrobes of Herod the 
Gréat was found a garment made en- 
tirely of silver threads and that Pliny 
the younger wrote of a Roman lady 
who had a dress made up entirely of 
precious pearls. If the ndornments of 
the apparel of the ancients were so ex- 
pensive, we can understand why Solon 
and Pythagoras and Cato and Кап- 
шов and Didius by “sumptuary laws" 
tried to restrict extravagance In dress. 

An Oriental Description. 

Now, what gold and silver and pre- 
cious stones in dress mean to the west- 
ern mind myrrh and aloes and cassia 
in a sense mean to the orlental mind. 
As I would say to you, “Her dress was 
sparkling with jewels,” the oriental, to : 
depict sumptuousness nnd expensive- ; 
ness of apparel, would say, "His gar- 
ments were aromatic with myrrh and 
aloes and cassia.” Myrrh was one of 
the treasures of the east. When the 
wise meu tame to bow at the manger, 
what expensive presents did they 
bring? Gold und frankincense and | 
myrrh, These oriental sages would not | 
have offered to a king a present of 
myrrh unless it bad been of great 
value. Dr. Kitto tells us this: “Myrrh 
was offered lu presents, as natural 
products were In those days, because 
such as were procured from distant 
countries were very rare. In Ce same 
way we often benr of a rare animal 
or bird being presented to royalty in 
the present duy." “rhe aloes of 
Cochin China,” wrote Dr. Fuussett. 
“are worth their weight in gold.” The 
value of cassia nlso was enormous. It 
was used, as Dr. McClintock in- 
forms us, us an Ingredient lu the cost- 
liest unguents, When the psalmist 
tells us that Christ's wedding garments 
smell of myrrh and aloes und cassin we 
know that he means us to understand 
how precious they will be. 

Let us consider what makes them 
precious, ‘They are the glory of our 
Lord. He will wear them in Joy and 
gratitude for the sacrifices his people 
have mnde in his cause, They nre go- 
ing to cost all the moneys we give to 
our churches nnd to our reformatory 
institutions. We must give this money 
for Christ's robes. Пе bids us give. 
They nre going to cost all the шоцеув 
we send to foreign missions. “Go 
teach all men" is the Bible command. 
Not only have they cost money, but 
blood. ‘They are golng to cost all the 
blood of the martyrs which bas been 
shed in the past. Ah, now the ex- 
pense of those wedding robes 18 rolling 
up. If the dead body of a common la- 
borer slain by an express train In New 
York state is worth $5,000, how much 
must have been worth the martyred 
blood of a Paul, a Veter, a Stephen, a 
Polycarp. а Justin Martyr, a Savona- 
rola, a Ridley, au Elpheze, a СПеуп de 
Muler. л Jolin Rogers, a Lawrence San- 
ders, a Jolin Пагрег, п Breboeuf, a Lal- 
lermand and of the thousands and the 
tens of thousands of men and women 
slain by sword and spear and battle- 
ax or burned nt the stake and tortured 
with untold agonies lu many "cham- 
bers of horrors!" God alone сап know 
how the value of Christ's wedding gar- 
ments js increasing. 

The Supreme Coat. А 

But Ше supreme, element in the cost 
of those welding garments is the blood 
of Christ himself. It was by his own 
suffering and death that he won the 
right to wear them. Do you wonder 
that Isaiah when In prophetic vision 
he sees these wedding robes describes 
them by their color—the color of the 
bloody sacrifice? “Who 1s this," cried 
he, “that cometh from Edom with dyed 
‘garments from Bozrah—this that is 
glorious lu his apparel? Wherefore 
art thou red In thine apparel and thy 
garments Ике him that treadeth in the 
wine vat?" Ah, my friends, I am glad 
today we ean talk about the royal crim- 
sou and not the royal purple of Christ's 
wedding garments. 1 am glad that 
even in heaven, when looking upon Ше 
divine face of Jesus, we shall not be 
nllowed for one moment to forget the 
eno;mous cost In money and blood of 
the marriage robes In which Christ will 
be clad ns the Bridegroom when he 
takes the chureh as his bride in eter- 
nal nuptials, Am I going beyond my 
right in declaring that Christ's. wed- 
ding robes are to be the most expensive 
of garments? 

Rut, drawing near to the Divine Bride- 
groom, 1 fud that Christ's wedding 
robes have a wonderful curative qual- 
ity. Their touch is like the cool hand 
upon the fevered brow. Oh, yes, they 
are more than that. Their touch gives 
spiritual and physical healing. It 18 
like tbe healing power of Christ's 
earthly robe when the border of И was 
pressed Just an instant by the fore- 
finger of the poor woman who had an 
Issue of blood for twelve yenrs. No 
sooner did hee flesh come in contact

But have the royal robes of Christ no 
higher purpose than the mere preven- 
tlon of palu or of heurtuches? If that 
be all the efticacy of these wedding 
garments of tie Divine Bridegroom, 
then I say let me have my pain and 
heartaches. There is sometimes n joy 
In suffering. There 1з sometimes a 
pence lu puin. As Tennyson writes, "It 
is better to bave loved and lost than 
never to bave loved at all.“ That wed- 
ding ring upon your hand—would you 
wish never to have had И placed there? 
It may be many years ngo since the 
hand that put it upon your finger was 
laid In the grave. Would you like to 
blot out all the memories you have had 
with that earthly Ife? "Oh. no.“ you? 
answer, “Хо, no! My Joy today ls in 
living in the beautiful halls of memo- 
ry and In thinking over again all the 
happy days we spent together. I would 
sooner have had a dear husband rs he 
was nnd have had him tuken away 
than never to have known what the 
companionship of such n husband 
meant to a wife.” If you have an in- 
curable physical pain, would you have 
the physician give to you an oplate to 
denden your sensibilities and your 
mind for yenrs to come? “Оһ, no," you 
answer, “then | would be nothing more 
than a hibernating creature or a log or 
a stone. Retter my thinking mind with 
pain than continual unconsclousness 
without pain," Well, then, the wed- 
ding robes of Christ must do more for 
us than merely alleviate suffering, else 
we would want none of them.

Thus 1 come to the climax of my 
subject. The royal robes of Christ 
give to us a positive assurance that 
the marriage ceremony of the Divine 
Bridegroom nnd of the church, his 
bride, ls to be a beginning of never 
ending Joy, not the mere end of sor- | 
row or pain or suffering or death. |

I wish his 
body to be preserved by these spices as 
long as possible" “What, Nicode- 
mus, will these spices of myrrh and 
‘Neal Raswarea the velar of tha Sows, 
“they will. If you will examine the 
шиши des preserved for thousands of 
years lu the Egyptian tomba you will 
find that these spices were the chief 
causes of thelr preservation." Негод- 
otus, the "father of history,” nearly 
600 years before Chrift was crucified, 
records that the Egyptians always 
preserved the bodies of their dead with 
these spices. They then fill the y 
with powder of myrrh and aloes and 
cassia and other perfumes, except 
frankincense.” Thus we find by these 
two statements (hit the wedding gar- 
ments of Christ not only have a cura- 
tive, but also n preservative, quality. 
That means, carrying the figure up to 
Its acme of symbol, that the wedding 
garments of Christ will never fade or 
grow old. ) 

Garments Wil Never Fade, 

No, they will never become yellow 
and worn, as are some of the bridal 
dresses thut were worn many years 
ago. They will never be put aside as 
useless. ‘The wedding songs that we 
shall sing at the marriage of the Lamb 
shall never have an end. The raptur- 
ous joy with which we greet our dear 
ones on the other side of the Jordan 
shall never grow monotonous, The 
loving kiss which the Divine Bride- 
groom places upon the lips of his bride 
shall never become cold and indiffer- 
ent. The myrrh and the aloes and cas- 
sla shall preserve and increase joy, 
even as the wedding garment of Christ 
shall halt and cure and МН sorrows. 
Oh, yes, these wedding robes of Christ 
are to be aromatic robes, symbolical of 
never ending peace.

BAD ROADS OF MISSOURI. 


Evils of “Working Out the Tax” ‘ye 
tem on Highways. 


Country roads and the best methods 
of building them, has long been a 
topic of interest, not alone to the far- 
mer, but the business man, who de- 
pends upon the farmer's crop. That 
the final outcome of the matter must 
depend upon proper legislation is our 
firm belief. Law after law has been 
passed and past into the long-forgot- 
ten, and more brought to the front, 
all of. which have been largely fail- 
ures, and we fear will continue so, 
for the lack of funds to keep roads 
in condition during the entire year. 

Our road law is a miserable failure 
from many causes, pays F. M. Minor, 
Louisiana, Мо, in Farmer's Voice, 
First, because the farmer is allowed 
to work out his tax—$3—instead of 
being compelled to pay the cash. Sec- 
ondly, because the person with no 
real estate cannot be forced to pay 
without going to law, which is a 
costly affair, even if we do have an 
Official to attend to that branch of the 
county affairs. It is immaterial how 
wealthy a person may be or how 
much land he possesses, he is exempt 
from road work after he passes fifty 
years of age. Consequently the coun- 
ty roads of our state depend largely 
upon the work of those who are will- 
ing to do their part and at times 
more. The 10-per cent. road levy 


barely pays the road overseer and 
buys the required lumber to repair 
bridges absolutely necessary. A 
dozen of us will congregate at a giv- 
en place with teams, wagons, plows 
and а big dinner and do less work 
than four шеп and two teams would 
do in a day. The rule seems to be— 
not to hurry; just take your time 
and as much as you want. But little 
system is used and at best what we 
do is temporary—not lasting, as it 
should be. Many of us do not work 
at all, as- we are busy when notified 
and ask to be allowed to come at an- 
other time, and I have known of in- 
stances where the collector did not 
have us charged up with the $3. 

Do you wonder that our roads are 
bad? Will they not forever remain 
80, under existing conditions, no mat- 
ter how much a certain per cent. of 
us clamor for better ones? It is up 
to the legislators of our states to pass 
laws that will be effective. 

We believe that every man, proper- 
ty owner, renter or laborer in every 
road district, irrespective of age, 
should be compelled to pay $3 cash 
for road improvements, and not be 
allowed to work it out. The law 
should be so specific that no excep- 
tions could be taken, and if suit must 
be brought the tax and costs can be 
collected from the delinquent—noth- 
ing should be exempt from its collec- 
tion. In the early spring the road 
commissioner should advertise the 
work to be done and give a contract 
to the lowest and best bidder—not 
for the entire work, but by the day, 
for himself and team. Fifty or sixty 
honest days' work in any road district 
will make a big showing and if suffi- 
clent funds are available to work the 
entire summer, it would not be long 
before our roads always would be 
passable and many of them graveled. 


Importance of the Grade. 

The grade is the most important 
factor to be considered in the loca- 
tion of roads. The smoother the road 
surface, the less the grade should be. 

Dirty water and watery dirt make 
bad golng, and mud is the greatest 
obstacle to the travel and traffic of 
the farmer. Mud is a mixture of dirt 
and water. The dirt is always to be 
found in the roadway, and the water, 
which comes In rain; snow, and frost, 
softens it; horses and wagons and 
narrow wheel tires knead it and mix 
It, and it soon gets into so bad a con- 
dition that a fairly loaded wagon can 
nat be hauled through it. 

е can not prevent the coming of 
this water, says Isaac B. Potter, an 
eminent authority upon roads, and it 
only remains for us to get rid of it, 
which can be speedily done it we go 
about it in the right way. Very few 
people know how great an amount of 
water falls upon the country road, and 
it may surprise some of us to be told 
that on each mile of an ordinary-coun- 
try highway 3 rods wide within the 
United States there falls each year an 
average of 27,000 tons of water. In 
the ordinary country dirt road the 
water seems to stick and stay as if 
there was no other place for it, and 
this ів only because we have never 
given it a fair opportunity to run out 
of the dirt and find its level in other 
places. We can not make a hard road 
out ‘of soft mud, and no amount of 
labor and machinery will make a коой 
dirt road that will stay good unless 
some plan la adopted to get rid of 
the surplus water. Water is a heavy, 
Итр!4 fluid, hard to confine and easy 
to let loose. It is always seeking for 
a chance to run down a hill; always 
trying to find its lowest level.

Confesses То The Brutal Crime, Last! 
August, Case Which Mas Puzzled | 
Authorities Ам Cost Cec County | 
About $4500.00. | 


A full confession of the murder of | 
Mr. Albert Constable, the well known 
Elkton lawyer, last August, was made 
Monday night and Tuesday by John 
M. Simpers, the convict in the Mary- 
land Penitentiary, who has been sus- 
pected of the erime by the local police 
weeks. The confession 
was made voluntarily, first to Warden 
Weyler and later to the Warden Mar- 
shalFarnan, Depoty Marshal Mann- 
ing, Mr. Albert Constable Jr. the son of 
the murdered man and State's Attor 
ney Squire, of Cecil county. 

In his signed confession the convict 
ваув; 

"I was in Elkton after a horse when 
the murder of Mr. Constable took 
place. . Mr. Constable was very close 
to me coming back over the hill, when 
the thought came into my mind to 
hold him up and rob him. I was in 
need of money, having lost all I had 
by gambling. I did not intend to 
shoot Mr. Constable or kill him. The 
first time I shot I aimed in an entirely 
different direction; the second time I 
shot in the air, and, the third «hot I 
fired close to him to scare him, not 
intending to kill him. 

He asked if I wanted money, and I 
said ‘‘Yes,’’ He told me he only had 
а quarter, and threw it tome. I told 
him to throw his watch along with it 
aud he did. Then he commenced to 
groan and I asked him where he was 
shot and he raid he thought he was 
shot in the bead. He asked me to 
tell the colored people up the road that 
he was wounded and I stopped an hal- 
loed to someone in а yard that 
there was а sick man down the road 
and he wanted them to come down.“ 

Regarding the matter of Simpera be 
ing brought to trial for the murder of 
Constable while already serving a pen- 
titentiary term Governor Warfield 
said; 

“Ift it becomes necessary for me to 
pardon Simpers so that he can be 
speedily tried and punished for the 
wanton and horrible murder of Mr. 


Constable I shall not hesitate aa Gov- 
ernor of Maryland to release him from 
the penitentiary so that the law can 
swiftly take itscourre and mete out to 
him the panishment of death which 
he во justly deserves.

LURED BY LIGHT. 


Some New Nocturnal Experiences of 
South American Insects. 

Interesting results have followed the 
introduction of the electric light in the 
streets of, Port qf Spain, Trinidad. The 
largely populated insect world of that 
region has never before seen such bril- 
Mant illumination as the arc lights of- 
fered, and they have shown great curi- 
osity, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Every morning the ground under the 
lampe is found to be strewn with thou- 
sands of dead insects of many varie 
tles. It l Impossible to walk without 
treadlug on them. 

If the supply of insects were not Ш- 
exhaustible some of tbe varieties 
would certaluly be doomed to extinc- 
Поп. In fact, one kind is evidently less 
uumerous now than before the electric 
lights were installed. 

This is a kind of giant water bug, of 
whích such incredible numbers were 
destroyed tbat the bug bas come to be 
g Hy known as the electric beetle.

One of them recently wrote that he’ 
was often forced to, dine in the dark, 
as an attempt to use a light attracted 
swarms of files, which got into bis 
eyes and dropped into his food. 

The naturalist Eugene Andre in his 
recent descriptions of journeys in the 
Orinoco basin found that he could car- 
ry on his work of collecting insects at 
night ру. the uae of ligbta.

County, Showing. Number Of Deaths 
And Causes. 176 Births 
Recorded. 


Ог. Charles В. Truitt, Health Offic- 
ton or for Wicomico, has eted hia re- 
port for the year 1904, acopy of which 
has been forwarded to the State Board 
of Health. 
there were 206 deaths during the year. 
The births numbered 176. 

The following number of contagious 
diseases were reported by the physic- 
ians: Scarlet Fever, 63; Typhoid Fev- 
er, 102; Chicken Pox, 17; Measles, 33; 
Mumps, 12; Smallpox. 9; The follow- 
ing deaths from these diseases were 
the result; Scarlet Fever, 1; Typhoid 
Fever, 12; Smallpox, 1. Dr. Truitt 
says that the small number of deaths 
out of the large number of Typhoid 
Fever patients was due to the efficiency 
of the skilled physicians who handled 
the cases. He also said that the be- 
lieved the births greatly exceeded the 
number reported, as mid-wives often 
failel to make reports. The physic- 
ians he said, were very prompt in re- 
porting births. The number of deaths 
is easier and more accurately ascer- 
tained because of the fact that under- 
takers are required to apply for burial 
permits before interments are made. 

The principal causes of death were 
as follows: Consumption, 17; Grip, 8; 
Heart Disease, 16; Appendicitis. 1; 
Pneumionia, 5; Paralysis, 1; Typboid 
Fever, 12; Dropsy, 1; Oatarrh, 11; 
Dysentery, 5; Peritonitis. 1; Scarlet 
Fever, 1. 

Thirty two persons died above the 
age of 70 years, as follows; 4 at 73, 4 
at 75; lat 77; Mat 78; 7 at 80 1 at 
83; Sat 85; 1 at 87; 3 at 88. 

During the year there were nine 
cases of smallpox reported in the coun- 
ty. At the present time, however, 
the health of thecounty is reported to 
be good there being no smallpox or

Calmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Prank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 5.—That God 
| has a purpose and a design in permit- 
ting trouble and sorrow to continue in 
the world is claimed by tbe preacher in 
this sermon on the mysteries of life; 
text, Genesis xvili, 14, "Is anything too 
| hard for the Lord?" 

“God is a spirit, infinite, eternal and 
unchangeable in his being, wisdom, 
power, holiness, justice, goodness and 
truth.” This is the definition of God 
found in the Westminster Shorter Cate- 
съвш. Хо man ог body of men could 
give a complete definition of all that 
God is. His nature transcends all hu- 
man conception. Language falls in 
the attempt to describe his infinite per- 
fection. Strive as we may, we realize 
that he la far beyond all that we can 
think or imagine. Probably no one bas 
framed an utterance that comes во near 
to the truth as this of the Westmin- 
ster divines, and, though it Is confess- 
edly inadequate, it stands unparalleled 
in the struggle to reach the unnttain- 
able. 


It ls a strange story that is told of 
its origin. The convocation of the West- 
minsterdivines was drawing to Из close. 
For nearly six long years, since July 
1, 1643, they had been meeting almost 
dally in the famous ball of Westmin- 
ster which now bears their name. 
They had organized for the church a 
“directory of public worship” and had 
almost finished the larger and the 
shorter catechisms. Their work was 
practically finished with but one excep- 
tion. They could not frame a defini- 
tion which would clearly, comprehen- 
sively and completely answer the ques- 
Поп, “What is God?" At last, in the 
midst of a heated debate, a young man 
who was comparatively an obscure 
member arose and said, "Let us pray." 
Then he commenced his prayer in these 
simple words: “О God, thou who art 
а spirit, infinite, eternal aud unchange- 
able in thy being, wisdom, power, holi- 
ness, justice, goodness and truth, teach 
us what thou art!" With that," so 
ваув tradition, "all the members of the 
Westminster convocation leaped to 
their feet, crying: That is our definition 
of what is God. It is an inspiration 
from his throne." 80 it was inserted 
in the catechism as the best and fullest 
definition that could be made of the 
Belng whose attributes are beyond 
human knowledge. 

Hard te Comprehend. 

Many profess to believe that God is 
omnipotent, omnipresent and omuis- 
clent, yet it is awfully hard for us in 
truth to comprehend this. We say, 
“He can do all things." But when 
some one begins to pin our faith down 
to a practical illustration of “Can God 
do this?" we say, like Nicodemus, 
"How can these things be?“ We need 
constantly to remember that there are 
no limitations to the divine power and 
that all that he has promised he is 
abundantly. able to perform. When 
we see some gigantic evil that needs 
to be removed; when we think of some 
benefit that seems necessary to the 
world, our hearts often sink in despair 
as we regard it as impossible. Then 
new courage and new hope ought to fill 
our minds ав we reflect on the omnipo- 
tence of the God In whom we trust and 
to say with the angel who talked with 
Abrahatn's wife, "Is anything too hard 
for the Lord?" А great flood of in- 
вругей light now fills your soul. You 
answer: "No, no; nothing is impossible 
for God. God Is a spirit, infinite, eter- 
nal and unchangeable in his being, 
wisdom, power, holiness, justice, good- 
ness and truth.” 

God is all powerful, all present and 
all seeing. You grant it. Then I 
would invite you to consider the natu- 
ral Influences of your belief, We ask 
ourselves why a God of unlimited pow- 
er does not remove some of the evils 
that cause so much misery lu the 
world. We know not. 

Easy would И be if God wished to 
take all poverty out of the world. With 
а mere word he could create for every 
man a palace in which to live. With 
a mere word he could place that palace 
in the midst of a garden. With n mere 
word he could have rainbows playing 
hide and seek among the falling, spring- 
ing, tumbling waters of the fountains 
of that garden. With a mere word he 
could bave every man's table groaning 
under the richest treasures of orchards 
and gardens and fields. He could fur 
nish to each home the finest of ward- 
robes uud the most resplendent of jew- 
els and the соев of earthly treas- 
ures. The sheep upon a thousand hills 
all belong to God. The gold buried in 
the darkest of mines is his. The pearls 
glistening In the opened shells of the 
oysters Лок by the coral reefs among 
the entangled "gardens of the seas" 
аге all bis. Yet this abundant wealth 
1н to be obtained by men only by hard 
labor. It is his law that man shall 
work for the riches that are provided 
for him. God practically gives us 
nothing unless we йге ready to work 
for И. 

A Var Keaching Commandment. 

The far reaching commandment which 
God spoke to Adam of old be spenks to 
us: “Cursed is the ground for thy sake; 
in sorrow врай thou eat of И all the 
days of thy life; thorns and thistles 
вра it bring forth to thee, and thou 
shalt eat the herb of the field; In the 
sweat of thy brow sbalt thou eat bread 
till thou return unto the ground, for 
out of wast thou taken. for dust 
thou art, and unto dust thou shalt re 
turn." 4 

“Cursed be the ground for thy sake," 
I remember being struck with a prac- 
tical illustration of what God meant by 
that sentence. Some years ago out is 
tbe country 1 was walking over the 
hillsides overlooking a beautiful valley 
filled with rich farms, I said to the 
companion by my side: "Look! Did you 
ever see a more beautiful country than 
that? God is certainly a rich provider 
for bis children.” "Yes," answered my 

companion, "but did you ever stop to 
think that, though God's wealth 18 un- 

limited, he gives but few of the 
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sities to man unless man is ready to

Then I commenced 
to ponder over the words of my friend, 
and I said: "Yes, you are right. Never 
since the fall of man has God provided 
for man wheat or rye or corn unless 
man as a farmer will cultivate those 
cereals, All kinds of weeds may grow 
wild, all kinds of thorns and thistles 
certainly do grow wild, but the cereals 
will not grow wild.” From the earth 
man must obtain his bread. He must 
work or starve, The soil must be pre- 
pared; the seed must be sown; the' 
harvest must be gathered. 

His Power Limitless, 

Let me remind you, too, how limit- 
less are the energies which God has in 
his control. Everywhere nre pow- 
er and force, but man must patiently 
study and discover for himself how to 
apply them to bis purposes. Very 
slowly ‘has. he learned the secrets of 
the world In which he Is placed. God 
miglit have revealed the whole to him | 
at the outset, but he wished him to 
find it out for himself, and as each 
source of power was discovered he 
must leurn ak to harness it aright 
that И may do his bidding and relieve 
him of toil. GÖ to Niagara falls and 
take your stand: on the ledge of rock 
called Observation point and watch 
that rush of water descending from the 
heights. What power is there to light 
our cities, to bear our burdeus, to il- 
luminate our babitations! Yet for 
countless ages И has been running! 
to waste because man did not know 
how to harness It aright. Stand on the ' 
seashore and see the power In the in- | 
coming tide.

off." Oh, sinner, thank God today that 
he makes your callous hand stick to 
the plow of daily toil in order that your 
feet shall follow the narrow and 
straight groove of virtue and truth and 
purity and gospel consecration and 
right.

Cold and Dampness are Llable to 
Wrought Great Damage. 

Cold and dampness are the great 
winter enemies of bee life. A single 
bee can withstand very little cold, but 
а good cluster, if all other conditions 
are favorable, can defy the most rtg- 
orous winters of our coldest States. 

The problem is: To retain the 
warmth generated by the bees, which 
is necessary to their weéll-being,-and 
at the same time to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of moisture in the hive. 
A simple opening at the top of the 
hive would permit much of the mois- 


ture to pass off, but of course heat 
would escape with it and a draft 
would be produced. Absorbent mate- 
rial about the cluster creates with- 
out free ventilatioon damp surround- 
ings, and again the température is 
lowered. It is only necessary, how- 
ever, to surround Ше bees with suffi- 
cient material to protect them fully 
against the greatest cold Mable to oc- 
cur, and to take care also that this 
enveloping material 18 of such a na- 
ture and so disposed аз to permit 
the free passage of the moisture which 
would otherwise collect in the inter- 
lor of the hive, and to permit the es- 
capo into the surrounding atmosphere 
of such moisture as enters this mate- 
rial from within. This packing should 
also be fully protected from outside 
moisture. 

Single-walled hives may be employ- 
ed in most lochlitles with good suc- 
cess in outdoor wintering. On the 
approach of the cool or rainy season a 
close-fitting quilt should be laid over 
the frames and several folded news- 
papers pressed down on this, or a 
cushion filled with dry chaff or some 
other soft material may be used in- 
stead of paper. The cover or roof 
should be absolutely rain-proof, yet 
between this cover and the cushion or 
papers should be several inches of 
space with free circulation of air In 
order to permit this ventilation above 
the top packing the cover should not 
rest upon the cap or upper story all 
of the way around, or if it does, an 
auger hole in each end, protected by 
wire cloth against the entrance of 
mice, should give free passage to the 
alr. In the more northern portion of 
the country some further protection із 
advisable, and is really necessary In 
the mountainous parts of the same 
territory if the best results are to be 
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DouS LE WALLED Hiva. 
DAPTED То OUTOOOR USE. 
obtained. Farther north and especi- 
ally in the cold Northwest much great- 
er protection becomes an absolute ne- 
cessity. Quilts with nowspapers or 
thin packing above do not alone suf - 
fice. The side walls of the hive may 
be made of pressed straw. These, 
with top packing, if kept dry outside, 
are excellent for outdoor wintering, 
even in climates go cold that ordinary 
wooden hives do not afford sufficient 
protection, 


Profit and Pleasure With Bees. 

“Shall I keep bees?” is a question 
that evey young farmer, or other 
person outside of cities, may properly 
ask Mimself, There are vast quanti- 
ties of nectar going to waste in both 
wild and cultivated plants. Shall he 
attempt to save a share of it? The 
answer to this should largely depend 
upon whether he likes honey. If fond 
of honey, he will probably give to his 
bees the attention they require, If 
indifferent to this form of sweetness, 
his bee-keeping is not likely to be 
successful, unless the hope of profit 


by the sale of honey may stimulate to! 


giving the needful care. The labor 
required 1s not great, but it must be 
given at the proper time, If one is in 
doubt as to whether he shall keep 
bees, he should procure one of the sev. 
eral standard works on the subject, 
and study it, If he has the tastes of a 
naturalist, he will see that a new and 
most interesting feld is presented, 
and that honey and wax are not the 
only returns the bees make to those 
who observe them properly. All ex- 
perienced aplarists advise beginning 
on a small scale. The care of a single 
colony and its increase, the first year, 
will give all the instruction needed 
(о. qualify one to conduct a larger 
aplary, There are probably few, if 
any, localities in this country that are 
overstocked with bees, and the culti- 
vation of honey plants has become ne- 
cessary for the sake of their nectar 
alone, 


If you are not prepared properly to 
care for winter lambs, keep the buck 
away from the ewe flock until such 
time as will bring lambs in warmer 
weather, 


Cull out and sell off every old sheep 
on the farm, if you have not already 
done во, as it seldom pays to keep a 
ewe after she is five or six years old.

K. Bradley and others, covering 
the mill seat, watsr and water courses 
and all rights and privileges thereto 
belonging.

` their wives, pretending that they are 


POORLY DRAINED ROADS,

Frequent Inspection and a Little Work 
Will Keep Them Passable. 


Drainage is the key to success in 
making earth’ roads, and constant 


+ watchfulness is the sure means of 


keeping them up after they are once 
well made. Water is destructive to 
any road, especially to a dirt road; 
therefore, drainage that will at once 
carry away rainfall or melting snow 
ig absolutely necasary. Again, little 
breaks in the road may be made by 
rain or by a heavy load at any time, 
and if not repaired immediately will 
grow into mud holes, especially in 
the winter, and these mud holes easi- 
ly and rapidly develop into an almost 
impassable mire. But frequent in- 


spéction and a little work will keep 


the road In good condition and with 
less cost than under ordinary meth. 
ods. With good drainage established 
in building the road and frequent in- 
spection to keep the drainage efficient 
and to mend promptly small injuries 
to the surface, the earth roads of the 
United States could be maintained in 
а much higher state of usefulness 
than at present, and at considerably 
lower cost, 

The aim in making a road is to ев- 
tablish the easiest, shortest, and most 
economical line of travel. It is there- 
fore desirable that roads should be 
firm, smooth, comparatively level, and 
fit for use at all seasons of the year; 


that they should be properly located 
во that their grades shall be such that 
loaded vehicles may be drawn over 
them without great loss of energy; 
that they should be properly construct- 
ed, the roadbed graded, shaped, and 
rolled; and that they should be sur- 
faced with the best available material 
sulted to the needs. 

It is to be hoped that all the heavy 
traffic roads in the United States can 
be macadamized, graveled, or other 
wise improved in the not distant fu- 
ture; but owing to the absence in 
many places of rock, gravel or other 
hard and durable substances with 
which to build good roads, and by 
reason of the excessive cost of such 
roads where suitable material is 
scarce, the majority of our public 
highways will ot necessity be com- 
posed of earth for many years to 
come. It is fortunate, therefore, that 
under favorable conditions of traffic, 
moisture, and maintenance the earth 
road is the most elastic and most sat- 
isfactory for pleasure and for light 
traffic. The condition of the com- 
mon roads In this country, especially 
in the Middle West, is во deplorable 
at certain seasons of the year as to 
operate as a complete embargo on 
marketing farm products. 


Beauty of Shell Roads. 


In many of the Eastern and South- 
ern States road stones do not exist; 
neither is it possible to secure good 
coarse gravel. No such material can 
be secured except at such an expense 
for freight as to practically preclude 
Из use for road building. Oyster 
shells can be secured cheaply in most 
of these States, and when applied di- 
rectly upon sand or sandy soll, 8 or 
10 inches in thickness, they form ex- 
cellent roads for pleasure driving and 
light traffic. Shells wear much more 
rapidly than broken stone or gravel 
of good quality, and consequently 
roads made of them require more соп. 
stant attention to keep them in good 
order, In most cases they should have 
an entirely new surface every three or 
four years. When properly maintain- 
ed they possess many of the qualities 
found in good stone or gravel roads. 
and so far as beauty 15 concerned they 
can not be surpassed. 


Straight and Level Roads. 

In the prairie State of Iowa, where 
roads are no worse than in many other 
States, there із а greater number of 
roads having much steeper grades 
than are found in the mountainous 
Republic of Switzerland. In Mary- 
land the old stagecoach road or turn- 
pike running from Washington to 
Baltimore makes almost a “bee line,” 
regardless of hills or valleys, and tho 
grades at places are as steep as 10 or 
12 рег cent, where by making little 
detours the road might have been 
made perfectly level, or by running 
it up the hills less abruptly the grado 
might have been reduced to 3 ог 4 
per cent, as ів done in the hilly reg- 
gions of many parts of this and other 
countries, Straight roads are the 
proper kind to have, but in. hilly coun- 
tries their straightness should always 
be sacrificed to obtain a level surface 
во ав to better accommodate the рео- 
„ре who use them. 


Avoid Large Stones. 
Macadam insisted that no large 
stone should ever be employed in 
road making, and, indeed, most mod- 
ern road builders practice his prin- 
ciple that “small angular fragments 
are the cardinal requirements.” As & 
general rule it has been stated that no 
stone larger than a walnut should be 
used for the surfacing of roads.

A POPULARLY KNOWN AMERICAN. 

The many admirers of the sterling 
merit in the writings of Gen. Lew“ 
Wallace will regret to hear of the de- 
mise in Crawfordsville, Indiana, 
Wednesday night, at the age of 78, of 
this able and illustrious writer, who 
has entered nearly every American 
home with 5i$ thought. 

He was formerly American Minister 
to Türkey, but best known to English- 
speaking people as the author of “Веп 
Hur.” 

General Wallace's health had been 
failing for several years, and for more 
than a year he had been unable to 
proprly assimilate food. This, to- 
gether with his extreme age, made dif- 
ficult his fight for life, At no time did 
he ever confess his belief that the end 
was near, and his rugged constitution 
and remarkable vitality were responsi- 
ble for prolonging his life. 

When told by his physician that he 
was dying, General Wallace was рег: 
fectly па, and his last words were ex- 
pressions of cheer to his grief-stricken 
family. 

Bidding them farewell, he said: “1 
am retdy to meet my Maker," and 
lapsed into unconsciousness, from 
which he did not recover. 

His novel “Веп Hur" appeared in 
1880. Among his other writings are 

_ “Tho Life of General Harrison" (1888), 
“The Fair God" (1873), ‘‘The Boyhood 
of Christ (1888), The Prince of India" 

` (1898), and “The Wooing of Malkatoon" 
(1898), 

Th^ books of General Wallace had a 
remarkable success. In composing his 
books he had the peculiar habit of 
writing first upon a elate, then copying 
the lines on paper, and afterward ге 
copying and pruning his composition 
until it met with his approval. It 
used to be said that frequently he wrote 
but one line a day, and then scratched 

| that out within the next twenty-four 
hours.

J. os Angeles, Cal., Feb. 12.—Under the 
| figure of a river the preacher shows in 
| this sermon Ше benefits that accrue to 

men who serve and obey God. The 
text is #salah xlviii, 18, “Then had thy 
| peace been as a river.” 4 
| What art thou doing, О prophet of 
| Israel? Art thou taunting thy people 
with the blessing they had missed 
through forsaking God and disregard- 
ing thy teaching? When trouble 
| swoops art thou one of those who say: 
“1 told you so? If you had only taken 
my advice you would not be in the dif- 
ficulty you are in today. If you will 
make your bed out of thorns and 
thistles instead of rose leaves, then 
upon the thorns and thistles you must 
lie" Are you like an executioner who 
upbralds and derides the trembling 
murderer whose life he is soon to 
strangle with the rope? In drawing 
your enchanting picture of peace flow- 
ing like a river before a people linrass- 
ed by powerful forelgn enemies and 
disturbed by internal dissenslons are 
you not merely adding to their distress, 
ns the mirage of the desert aggravates 
the thirst of the dying traveler? Are 
you saying to your miserable people: 
"Look nt those beautiful banks water- 
ed by the river, rich in flora and tune- 
ful with singing birds. They would 
have been all yours if you had not 
wandered into the desert of sin, but 
now they are lost to you forever.” 

"Ah, no," says the prophet Isalah, “it 
is not to aggravate thelr thirst that I 
tell them of this river, but to invite 
them to return to the way from which 
they have wandered; not to exult over 
their misfortunes, but to warn them of 
the consequences of sin. I am not 
here glorying in the suffering of God's 
fallen ones. My river 18 not composed 
of the black waters of the river Styx, 
but from the flowing crystal waters of 
the river of life. I am llke a loving 
futher whose wayward son has disre- 
garded warnings and has sinned and 
brought himself into trouble, and the 
father sorrows with him and pleads 
with him to repent and assures him 
that К he will forsake his sin hls wick- 
edness shall be forgiven and his peace 
shall be like a river, as though he had 
never sinned.” May God help us as 
we use the banks of the Jordan or the 
Rhine or the Tiber or the upper 
Thames or the banks of our own po- 
etic Hudson for a sacred pulpit. Such 
a river bank today may become as 
sacred a pulpit as that in the chancel 
of Westminster abbey or St. Paul's ог 
Canterbury cathedral, even though 
bishop's hand has not consecrated it 
or ecclesiastical convocation. dedicated 
It. 

What the River Teaches. 

The pleading river, In the first place, 
teaches us that the divine peace which, 
comes to man must come as the result 
of natural law in the spiritual life. It 
1з not the result of haphazard. It is 
not a miracle us we In the broad sense 
term n miracle. It does not come as a 
miraculous wind which might dig up a 
see] in some Italian garden and in Из 
teeth lift It above Alpine crag and 
carry it over land and sea and without 
human aid plant it as an exotic upon 
the banks of the ОШо or the Monon- 
gahela river, But the divine peace 
comes to man as the result of a ration- 
‘al cause. It has a rational source, ав 
n river has a natural source; It has a 
natural flow, as the Jordan Пав a nat- 
ural flow, and И has a rational outlet, 
аз the Amazon empties itself into the 
Atlantic or the Ganges^ünds a resting 
place in the huge reserygir of the Ben- 
gal gulf. ' 

A river cannot disobey natural law. 
A river cannot become a free lance 
among rivers. A river cannot do nny- 
thing that specific gravity says “thou 
shalt not do." This fact 1s demonstrat- 
ed everywhere. I climb one of the tall 
pyramids of the Rocky mountains. 
There upon the highest peak I find 
what |» called a watershed, Then as 
I stand upon this watershed I repeat 
to myself the beautiful words of the 
poet: 

God sent his messenger, the rain, 

And said unto the mountain brook, 
"Rise up and from thy caverns look 
And leap with naked, snow white feet 
From (пе ‘cool hills Into the heart 

Of the broad, arid plain." 

But, though the mountain brooks may 
leap from the cool hills into the heat of 
the broad, arid plain, it makes a great 
deal of difference Into what plain that 
falling raindrop shall go, whether It 
falis one Inch to the right or one inch 
to the left of the Rocky mountuln wa- 
tershed. One Inch to the right It flows 
into the gulf of Mexico; one to the left 
it flows Into the waters of the Pacific. 
The waters of a river must obey 
natural law, Now, И God's laws are 
Inexoruble in regulating the source 
and the course of a river, are they not 
equally inexorable lu reference to tlie 
source nud the course of bis divine 
peace, which is like a river? 

The Conditions of Peace. 

You must obey God's laws before you 
can enjoy God's peace. To resist them, 
to disobey him, Is to set yourself 

К omnipotent power and Infinite 
Wisdom, It is not necessary that God 
should punish you for И; you bring thy 
punishment on yourself in failure and 
disuppolntment and eterual wreck, 
Your whole nature |» given over to 
anarchy nnd lawlessness, Only as you 
yleld to his will do you put yourself 
In line with the eternal order aud enter 
Into peace. 1 do not careshow much 
you may think your way Is better than 
God's ways, one fact you must undor- 


stand—you cannot get the divine pea we. 
which fs lke a river, unless you bring 


yourself into harmony with God's laws 
and obey God's commandments, 
Naaman had to learn this lesson be- 
fore he could be cured of his leprosy. 
His way was that the prophet should 
come out to hlin.and stand and call on 
the name of the Lord and strike his 
hand over the place, God's way was 
that he dip seven times in the Jordan, 
When he took God's way lle was cured, 
but not until he took It. God's way can 
cure you, О immortal, of your sin. Are 
rou ready to welcome this divine peace, 
Uke a river, which will come to you 
rough Jesus Christ? The way of the 
tross 1s the source of this peace, From 
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the mount of Calvary that stream 
gushes forth, as from Mount Hermon 
flows the Jordan and from the Ad: 
irondacks the mighty Hudson. iva 

But the pleading river teaches us an- 
other lesson about the divine pence 
which passeth all understanding. The 
longer a disciple of Jesus Christ lives n 
Christian life the deeper and wider does 
the river of his peace become, It 
should deepen and widen and grow 
more majestic in volume, even as the 
waters of the Hudson grow deeper and 
wider as they slip past the highlands 
and lap the feet of the Pallsades and 
sweep on in thelr grandeur to the place , 
where they are married to the waters 
of the mighty deep at the nuptial altar 
of Governors Island, in upper New York 
bay. It should go on growing deeper 
and wider, even as become the waters 
of the river Orinoco where they empty 
themselves into the unfathomable 
depths of the sea. When, In 1498, 
Christopher Columbus for the first time 
touched the mainland of South Ameri- 
ca and saw this great river, one of Шв 
Officers congratulated him because he 
һай discovered another Island. The 
immortal explorer replied: “No such 
river as that flows from an island. 
That mighty torrent drains the waters 
of a continent.” The pleading river ot i 
God's peace grows: wider and deeper as 
we travel along its banks In the journey 
of life. At the beginning of our Chris- 
tian course it шау seem a small stream, 
but as the years pass and our feet come 
nearer and nearer to the great ocean of 
eternity the volume of the river in- 
creases until it. becomes n peace that 
passeth understanding. i 

1в this increasing power true in ref- | 
erence to our spiritual peace? As you | 
compaire your present life with that 
of your spiritual life teu, twenty, thir- 
ty years ago are you conscious that you 
love God more now than you did then? 
Do you read the Bible more now than 
you did when you Joined the church 
and prepared for your first commun- 
lon? Is your enjoyment of prayer and 
your dependence upon it more Intense 
now than they were at first? Are you 
striving more carnestly than formerly 
to gather the showers of blessing that 
are everywhere falling around you Into 
your own spiritual nature? Are you 
more ready now than at the beginning 
of your Christian career to go Into the | 
house of a neighbor on whom sickness 
or bereavement has fallen to adminis- 
ter coinfort and to cheer him with re- 
minders of God's promises? There is 
something awfully wrong with a Chris- 
tlan who, while his wealth and mental 
power increase with the passing years, 
finds that his spiritual nature does not 
widen and deepen like the pleading 
river of God's peace. 

Not Like a River. 

Indeed, I sometimes think that our 
во called peace is not like a river at 
nl. It is more like a brackish, stag- 
nant pool or as a dried up well that 
gives forth no water. “There was a 
very good well here once,” sald an old 
farmer in reference to п certaln drink- 
ing trough. "Indeed," answered a 
preacher on his vacation, “ls that во? 
I wonder what is the matter with It. 
How did it get filled up?" “Neglect, 
sir,” answered the farmer. “First a 
little rubbish got in It, then a little 
more and n little more and a little 
more. The dirt and refuse were not 
cleared out, and the water grew worse 
and worse nnd less and less until at 
last the well became choked up. I 
wonder if there is any water at the 
bottom of this well?’ "Yes," sald the 
preacher, “I wonder If there із any wa- 
ter at the bottom of the well?" 18 
that the figure of our peace? Is it a 
well and not a river? 

As the Mississippi river 18 fed by the 
Missouri, the ОШо, the Tennessee and 
the Red rivers nnd Indirectly by the 
Allegheny. the Monongahela, the Yel- 
lowatone and the Platte, so from many 
sources might the river of our pence re- 
celve the waters of blessing, but in- 
stead we allow the dirt and refuse of 
this world to choke the passages by 
which they might enter and our river 
dwindles into a staguant pool Have 
we become dried Up spiritual wells? As 
tue“ tourists dropping ‘pebbles into 
Jacob's well have choked it up, some 
of us have choked up our gospel wells. 
Years ago we dropped the pebble of 
Sabbath desecration into it. Years ago 
lu went another pebble—absence from 
Sunday school and church worship. 
Years ngo we took to reading the 
Sunday newspapers instead of the Bi- 
ble. No wonder that our peace, which 
should pass all understanding and be 
like n river, widening and deepening 
each year, is llke a brackish, stagnant 
роо! or dried up like Jacob's well, If 
it be not like а river, the fault is ours 
nud not God's. God la pouring down 
upon us everywhere his showers of 
spiritual blessing, which we should 
gather, freshet-like, into the river beds 
of our hearts, 

But the pleading river not only 
teaches our relationship to God, but 
also our practical spiritual relationship 
to our fellow men. It clearly and em- 
phatically and distinctly says, “Gospel 
peace must be eyes to the blind, food 
for the hungry, clothing for the naked 
and happy firesides for the homeless." 
It teaches man that the first great com- 
mandment is to love the Lord our God 
with ull our soul and strength and 
mind. And the second is Ике unto It; 
we must love our nelghbors as our- 
selves. It 19 n law of our nature that 
рел. г and happiness come to us through 
service to others. Хо man 1s во happy 
us he who has made another happy. 
No pillow is so restful as that of him 
who has’ relleved the anxlety of his 
brother, The peace that passeth under. 
standing never fills the heart that cher- 
Isles selfish desires or turns away from 
another's misery. 

The fecret of Happiness, 

How ія it with America? "I would 
like to see America, but the people are 
not a» great as you think," said Thom- 
as Carlyle to an American visitor, “You 
mny boast of your democracy or any 
other 'cracy' or any otber kind of polit- 
ical rubbish, but the reason why your 
laboring folks nre so happy la that you 
have a vast deal of land for a very few 
people." 'True, Thomas Carlyle, true. 
But what would our lands be worth 1f 
we did not have our mighty rivers to 
water them? Whence could our cattle 
find water to drink and gruss to eat 
but for the rivers? How could our 
grain lift Ия golden cheek to be kissed 
of the. вип Unless Ин roots once waded 
knee deep in the mud? What makes 
the Atlantic coast, especially New Eng- 
land, Lave the most fertile valleys? ‘The 
rivers. What makes Sahara one great 
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Worsl. те! the river Nile because Из 
зе or fall meant to them Гоо or fam- 
Ino. clotling or nakedne$s, prosperity 
or poverty, Leulth or disease. the rivers 
of our land ure the source of fertility 
to the soil und prosperity to our people. 
If the peace of our hearts Is to be like 
a riverit must give Цер temporal and 
вр! uri to all around us 

Are we temporal und spiritual “riv- 
ers of life’ to our fellow. men? Some 
of us are truly "rivers of denth" or 
“rivers of seclusion,” Our lives are like 
the stygian stream in the great Mam- 
moth cave of Kentucky. We are sur- 
rounded by grandeurs and beauties оп 
every side, but we have walled our- 
selves in by solid rock, where we can 
do no дож! to others nnd where others 
cannot do nny good to us. 

Like Lurny Cave. 

Or our lives, If they are not like the 
Styx of n Mammoth cave, supporting 
only a few blind fish swimming һип- 
dreds of feet below the surface of the 
earth, may be like the wonderfully 
suggestive beauties of a Luray cave of 
old Virginia, which likewise are doing 
no good to any one. That Luray cave 
is a marvelous place. Though its beau- 
tles were buried for centuries, yet un- 
der the flash of light И looks as though 
its walls had Leen erected only yester- 
day nnd, like the Taj Mahal of India, 
nre n glittering muss of dead precious 
stones. Yoncer stand the columns of 
stalagmite us statuary in vestal gar- 
ments of purest white. Here are the 
drippings of а cataract. as though the 
mad rush of a Niagara had been in- 
stantly halted and, ke an open mouth. 
ed lion, dared not utter one growl, ul., 
though even now we seem to hear the , 
echo of Из last wild, mad roar. Yonder | 
is the “ballroom.” where our Imagina- 
tion tells us the nymphs and the fairies 
used to sport and dance and make mer- 
ry. Near to this “ball Пай” is the “cem- 
etery ridge.” where those nymphs and 
fairies were buried ages оп ages ngo. | 
Here are the “hanging vells of the god- 
desses," so thin that through them 
flashes the light of our guides’ lamps, 


so red that they seem to have been | 


dipped In the blood of the soldiers who 
over this very mountain once followed 
Stonewall Jackson In his last raid or 
into the blood of those soldiers who re- 
colled before the cnvalry charge of 
“Lightning Horse“ Phil Sheridan. 
From yonder cathedral, with Из domes 
und spires und steeples and minarets 
and strange carvings, there come echo- 
jog up the solemn notes of an organ 
which rol! and swell and thunder and 
whisper and pray und chant and die. 
From out of every grotto stretches 
some hand or lifir some snowbank or 
flaps some wing or. like u са? ян eye, 
blinks some emerald ог, tiger-like, 
glares the bloodshot eyeball of some 
ruby or flashes some emerald. And 
while all the chimes of all the towers 
are beginning to ring suddenly n sta- 
lactite many tons in welght breaks 
loose nnd erashes upon the floor. It 
shivers, rolls over once or twice and 
then Пен still. to be decomposed by the 
coming ages. A marvelous and en- 
chanting place ia Luray cave of old 
Virginia. 

All Ия walls nre stmngely sculptured, 

Column high and chasm wide 
"Tis the place where all the shadows 
Of the past years silent hide 

But when I, stood within the walls 
of that fascinating place I said to my- 
self: How like selfish man Is this cave! 
His heart Is a heart of stone. Amld 
the sufferings and troubles of n sinful 
world, with nll his vast resources for 
doing good, he buries himself in a wall- 
ed citadel, which Is called his home or 
his store. He lives, he breathes, he 
eats, he sleeps, he works for himself, 
and himself alone. Oh, brother, may 
your gospel peace be not Ilke the glit- 
tering grandeur hidden In the darkness 
of a Luray cave in Virginia or of a si- 
lent river Styx flowing through the 
dark halls of n Mammoth cave of old 
Kentucky! May It be а river of life, 
bringing pence and joy and hope to all 
who are willing to bend down thelr 
parched and sinful Прв to lap of the 
spiritual waters. 

A River of Triumph. 

But I cannot close this sermon upon 
this beautiful text without finding one 
more symbol The pleading river 18 
not only a river of consecration to God, 
but a river of triumph. It is not only 
the crystal gates through which, as the 
Jordan of death, we shall enter the 
tomb, but it Is the crystal gates by 
which we shall leave the wilderness of 
trouble nnd earthly wanderings and en- 
ter into the promised land of heaven 
and eternal Joy. Shall our peace, which 
is like п river, stop at the brink of the 
grave? 

We have read how George Frederick 
Handel on the river Thames won his 
great musical victory over the Irate 
George 1. of England’ When King 
George was elector of Hanover he Ъз- 
friended the young unknown musician 
Handel and made him court musician, 
But after Handel had won musical 
fame he tired of the Hanover court 
and hied himself to London. This great- 
ly enraged the elector. When he became 
king of England ав George I. he would 
have nothing to do with his old favor- 
ite. But one day the king gave a great 
fete upon the river Thames. As the 
royal barge moved along another barge 
followed, playing twenty-five concertos 
of music. These concertos, gathered to- 
gether under one musical head, are 
known as the celcbrated “water mu- 
віс” of Handel. Every musical instru- 
ment then known was utilized In the 
orchestra, "Ah," sald King George, no 
one could compose such music ав that 
but my old court muslelan, Freder- 
ick Handel!" At once the king restored 
Handel to favor and gave to him a sal- 
ary of $1,000 per year, But, though 
Handel upon the river Thames was 
able to play himself into the good 
graces of an earthly king, our divine 
peace, like a river, shall yet open for us 
а more triumphant entry into the royal 
courts of heaven. There we shall not 


bave to play as Handel played, but we 


shall have all the celestial choir which 
sang for the shepherds above the Ju- 
daean hills sing for us the hallelulab 
chorus of a royal and divine welcome. 
But I think myself of one suggestive 
fact about this same river Thames, 
Though Handel by sweetest harmony 
may have played himself into the good 
graces of an earthly king, yet һе was 
Playing bis "water music’ upon the 
stream which washed the iron gratings 
of the." traltor’s gate" of the old Tow: 
er of London. Through this gate the
